bound poeketbook printed in 1810 and

“The 
Gentleman’s 
Annual 
Pocket Remembrances.” 
The book is in a very good state of 
preservation, the type is distinct and 
clear, and 
it contains; 
an almanac, 
ruled pages for memorandums, obser­ 
vations, engagements and for a cash 
account; government 
of the United 
States, departments 
at the 
seat of 
government, 
general establishments 
duties on goods 
imported, 
a correct 
list of army and navy, several useful 
tables, etc. 
In the list of first lieutenants of ar­ 
tillerists is the name 
of 
James 
S. 
'Swearingen, who was the grandfather 
of J. Grant Swearingen and James S. 
Swearingen, of Jackson township. 
On some of the ruled pages in the 
book the owner wrote as follows: 
“ On the evil or 
perilous 
days in 
every month of the year. 
“There are certain days in the year 
which concerns all persons to know 
because they are perilous and danger­ 
ous, for on the days if any man or 
woman shall be let blood they shall 
die within 
21 days 
following 
and 
who so fallest sick on any of th< e 
days, they 
shall certainly 
die, and 
whoso beginneth a journey on any of 
these days he shall be in danger of 
death before he return, also he that 
marries a wife on any of these days, 
they shall either be quickly parted or 
else live together with much sorrow 
and discontent. 
“ And, whosoever on 
any of these 
days beginneth any great business, t 
will never prosper nor come to the de­ 
sired perfection. 
“ Now, since those days are so un­ 
fortunately, it highly concerns every­ 
one to know and take notice of them 
which that the reader may do, I have 
set down in the following order: 
“ In January are 8 days, that is to 
say, 1, 2, 4, 5, 10, 15, 17, 19.
